A MOST APPALLING CALAMITY! 


The City of Louisville, Ky.; Almost Torn to Pieces 
by a Terrible Tornado, 


Several Hundred Persons Killed and Property Valued 
at $3,000,000 Destroyed. 


Metropolis, III., and Bowling Green, Ky., Also Wiped En 
tirely Out of Existence by the Wind. 


Great Loss of Life Reported From Both Places—How the Victims 
Were Killed. 


Over One Hundred Persons Who Were 


Ruins Then Take Fire and Are Now 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—Between 8 and 
9 o’ clock last night à tornado struck this city 
from the southwest, northeastward, leaving 
death and destruction everywhere. Out- 
side of the olearly defined , limits 
the citizens knew only of a heavy 
rain accompanied by a high wind. Soon 
came the alarm of fre froma dozen different 
stations and the horror ofthe calamity began 
to dawn onthe people. Grest stone ware- 
houses, halls of amusement, railroad stations 
and dwelling honses, all went down 
before the mighty powers of the 
alr. The storm soon passed on, the 
clouds scattered, and the moon cast its 
light over a sorely stricken city. Relief par- 
ties were soon organized; the whole force of 
the Fire Department was at work. At this 
writing no definite statement can be made of 
the loss of life, but it is large. It ts im- 
possible that so wide a sweep of territory 
covered with ruined homes, with wreck 
of balls and buildings of every 
character does not contain many dead. 
Enough is known to show that Louisville has 
been visited by a most appalling calamity. 
The wrecked portion of the city lies between 
Eighteenth, Broadway, Seventh and Main 
streets, the destroying elements passing di- 
agonally across the section, which is proba- 
bly a mile square. At least two hundred 
houses are in ruins. Itis feared that at least 
two bundred lives are lost. 


THE FALLS CITY HALL. 
Probably the greatest loss of iife occurred at 
the Falls City Hall, which was in the center of 
the toronado. In the lower rooms of the ball 
were filty or seventy-five children with their 
mothers and other relatives taking dancing 
lessons. There were at least 125 persons on the 
lower floors and seventy-five more attending 
a lodge meeting on upper floors when the ter- 
rible wind swooped down upon the building. 
The entire structure in less than five minutes 
was asbapeless mass of brick and mortar, 
burying 200 helpless victims, of which number 
few escaped uninjured. Conservative 
estimates place the loss of life at this 
point at 100, while other reports indicate the 
number nearer two hundred. At 3 o’clock 
this morning 35 dead bodies bad been taken 
from this ruin, and 15 wounded and dying. 
Only those on the third floor had been reached, 
the room containing the dancing school pupils 
and visitors not yet being opened. The fol- 
lowing are the names of the killed throughout 
the city, so far identified:

THE RUINS BLAZING. 


At 12 o’clock the opening of a portion of the 
debris of the Falls City Hall caused a draught 
to pevetrate the ruins, whereupon the 
smouldering fire broke out with tremendous 
fierceness. It spread rapidly and forced 
the workers to desert the pile. As soon 
as the fire gained headway the 
groans of the imprisoned people became 
shrieks, and so great was the horror of the 
moment that the watchers grew frantic and 
screamed and ran about like wild, the terrible 
sufferings which they were unable to alleviate 
driving them to despair. Several lines of hose 
were soon throwing water on the flames, but 
it was more than an hour before work could 
be prqceeded with, and then it was carried on 
with much difficulty on account-of the heat. 


Up to 12 o’clock only about thirty-five dead 
bodies and twenty-five wounded and dying 
were taken from the wreck. The corpses 
were laid in the various houses across 
the street and in Dougherty & Keenan’s 
undertaking shop on the block below. 
At the latter place peopler passed in and 
out, one by one, to look atthe bodies, hunt- 
ing for friends and relatives. One man said 
he was looking for Louis Lipp, and the very 
first sheet lifted revealed the corpse of the 
person wanted. Ihe man covered his face, 
groaned and would have fallen had he not 
been sustained. At about 11:30 o’clock 
the room where the children 
were dancing was reached. Mr. Louis Simms,

Ten women, locked in each others’ arms, 
were drawn out of the debris, all dead but 
one. Mr. James Hassen, whose wife had been 
atthe lodge meeting, was forémost in the 
work, and the first person whom he took out 
of the ruined building was his wife, who died 
in hisarms.

RESCUING THE MANGLED DEAD. 

The work of rescuing the mangled dead 
goes bravely on. A hundred anxious men 
worked as they never worked be- 
fore for the bodies of their 
wives, fathers, mothers, brothers, 
sisters, that lie buried in the shapeless mass 
of brick and mortar that covers the 
site where yesterday stood the Falle Oity 
Hall. The cries of men, women and children 
rend the air on every side. Asurging crowd 
of ten thousand people block the streets for 
squares about the scene of the catastrophe. 

A large force of police guard the avenue to 
keep back the pressing mass of court 
ous humanity that are gradually 
forcing their wayto the awful scene of the 
Calamity. Five hundred men stand by the 
wreck, dazed and helpless, too weak or too 
lazy to lend a helping hand to the brave 
squad ofrescners. Itisasight to strike an 
guish to the soul of the bravest. Words are 
powerless 0 express the awful 
- Scenes that each snoceeding minute rolls 
through the ghastiy panorama. Bodies 
mangled and shapeless beyond redog- 
nition are delngn dragged from be- 
neath the ruins every few minutes. 
Men, women and children linger about the 
scene, peering into the faces of the dead as 
the bodies are carried out, filled with dread 
anxiety lest they recognize in the 
shapeless mass of flesh and bone, the 
semblance of the features of some 
reiative or friend. Ooroner Miller, 
stand at the doorof his temporary morgue, 
in the McGrathiana saloon, opposite the 
wreck, directing the disposition of the 


bodies.

The coronor was 
noticeably overcome by the terrible news, 
but a young man who was standing 
by assured the doctor that he had 
seen his brother at the corner of 
Fourth and Market about 8:30 o’clock, 
just about the time the casualty occurred. 
Others maintain, however, that Mr. Miller and 
a party of candidates were seen go Into 
the building afew minutes oefore it fell. A 
thousand unfounded rumors are circulating 
in every quarter of the city, and it is con- 
Adently hoped that the report of Mr. Miller’s 
deathis groundiess. 

The friends of Claude Godman, Chief Train 
’ Dispatcher of the Louisville Southern, are 
searching for his body, which is supposed to 
be buried in the debris. He left home to meet 
his brother at the depot last night and has not 
since been heard from.

biew gusts of rain before it like a solid wall 
of water. The streets were impassabie. After 
half an hour the rain almost ceased, but the 
wind grew stronger and carried 
with it a peculiar moaning sound 
that attracted general attention and 
alarm. It was soon after 8o’cloek that a 
cracking sound like the snap of a gigantic 
whip was heard, followed in the same instant 
almost bya succession of ominous sounds 
that made men turn pale. Without knowing 
how the news came, it became known 
almost by instinet that a terrible 
disaster had occurred and a party started out 
to investigate. 

Just north of Tenth street piles of shin- 
gies, boards and cornices began to obstruct 
the path, and horror stricken people were 
crazed with fear who declared the whole 
south end of the clty was destroyed and thou- 
sands killed. At Kighth street a mass of 
struggling humanity was

some to get into, some to get out of the 
stricken district. Sbrieks of agony and fear 
filied the air. At Seventh street the real point 
of destruction began. Magnifiegnt whole- 
pale houses ‘were erushed in 
like egg-shelise ena their contents, 
unheeded in the -wild excitement, 
_@goveread the streets. Here was a dwelling 
_ from whose ruins eamé moans and cries a 
y- n 
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ofthe surroundings. Just across the street 
two corpses lay halt hid beneath a pile of 
brick and other 3 Pushing 
along Mr. Hollingswor found Peters’ 
big foundry on Fourteenth street in flames. 
The fire department made heroic efforts to 
quench the flames but worked under the 
greatest difficulties. From that point clear 
through tv Eighteenth street was a walk of 
death. Nota whole house was found. About 
almost every dwelling were gathered 
people moaning and , orying for 
some one in the ruins whom § they 
were unable to rescue. By this time the 
wheie city was aroused, and thousands 
flocked into the wrecked section. Hundreds 
went to work, and almost momentarily a dead 
or wounded body was taken out. 
THE SIGHT WAS AWFUL. 

The polnt of greatest interest was at the 
Falle City Hall on West Market street, where 
about 150 people were gathered ata danoing 
school and in lodges. The great five-story 
building appeared to have fallen in from 
the top first and then the walls bad 
crushed in on the pile. At 10 
o clock sixteen dead had been taken out, In- 
cluding the commander of the famous Louis- 
ville Legion. At l o’clock the death list was 
put at 400, the wounded 2,000 to $,000, the num- 
ber of buildings wrecked 1,000 to 1,500, and 
the property loss $3,000,000. 

The power ofthe wind was almost past be- 
lief. Ittwirlediron columns andtore great 
brick walis to fragments. Stones of great 
weight were buried about as if they were 
bella. Tne largest negro quarters in town, 
on Tenth street, was wiped out, with heavy 
loss of lite, as was also the portion of the town 
given up to abandoned women. The coal 
fleet escaped witb scarcely any damage.

The City ef Louisville. f 

Louisville, the largest city in Kentucky, is 
located on the Ohio River and has an esti- 
mated population of 200,000. Tne site is al- 
most level, about seventy feet above 
high water mark, sloping gently upwards 
from the river. In many respects it is one of 
the most beautiful cities in the country, hav- 
ing been laid out with remarkable taste and 
wisdom. The streets, especially in the resi- 
dence section, are broad, and during the last 
few years have been excellentiy paved. When 
the originai plats were made it was decided to 
lay out the blocks 600 feet square, and this 
has caused Louisville to become a city of resi- 
dences in large grounds. 

THE CITY HAS AN AREA 
of thirteen square miles with a water front of 
eight miles. The navigation of the river is 
' interrupted by aseries of rapids, Known as 
the Falls of the Ohio, which are avoided by 
the Louisville and Portland Canal, 
two and A half miles in length. 
The river is spanned by two bridges, one used 
by the railroads alone and the other being a 
combined railroad and wagon bridge. Corn 
Island, below the rapids, where the first set- 
tiement of Louisville was made in 1778 by 
George Rogers Clark, was washedawaya few 
years ago by the floods. The city is named 
after Louis XVI. of France, atthe time of its 
foundation in alliance with the United States 
against Great Britain. Louisville is on the 
northern border of the Blue, Grass 
region, the stock farms and rich agricultural 
lands immediately adjoining the city. The 
most important manufactories in the city are 
those of whisky and tobacco, but nearly every 
branch of business is well represented. 
THE DEVASTATED DISTRICT. 

The storm district in Louisville is described 
as extending from Eighteenth to Seventh 
street and from Main street to Broadway. 
This includes a Territory about a mile square 
and across thie section the cycione swept 
diagonally. Main street is the principal 
wholesale street of the city,and Market street, 
one of the leading retail streets, also lies 
within this district. This street is one 
string of stores for a distance 
of ‘over two miles, extending from 
Preston street to Twenty-second. In nearly 
alltne buildings there are families residing 
above the stores. The business section of the 
visited district runs south to about Walnut 
street, and from there to Broadway it isa 
residence quarter, and many of the finest 
homes in the city are located in that place. 
There are also several large churches inthe 
territory. The Union Depot is on the river 
bank at the foot of Seventh street, at the 
mouth of the canal, and the Louisville bridge 
crosses the Ohio River at Fourteenth street. 
The City Hall and other buildings are 
located in the quarter where the damage 
was done, and the Court-house is just outside 
of it, on Jefferson, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets. The Falls City Hall, which was de- 
stroyed, is on the south side of Market, be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth streets. The 
village of Parkland, which is said to have been 
laid waste, is a residence suburb, which lies 
atthe southwest corner of Loulsviile, just 
outside the city limits. 

GROWTH IN TRADE. 

Last year far more than 1,000,000 tons of coal 
were used In manufacturing, au ample proof 
of the apid growth of the city, as three years 
before the consumption amounted to but 
200,000 tons. The revenue paid the United 
States Government from whisky and tobacco 
was last year almost $12,000,000, anda it claims 
to be equal to St. Louis as a_i to- 
bacco market, the annual value of this 
commodity being upwards of $25,000,000. 
In the Louisville district there are over on 
hundred registered distilleries, shipping over 
one hundred and fifty thousand barrels a 
year, and paying a taz of nearly $8,000,000, 
It bas also the largest plow factory in the 
world, is a great depot for grass and 
clover seed, and has lately opened many 
flour mills, tron furnaces and sawmilis, the 
outp of hard lumber being remarkably 
large, whilethe woolen and jeans factories 
turn out nearly 10,000,000 yards of cloth every 
year. There are nearly 150 churches in 
the city, representing all denominations. 
As yet there are no public parks, but several 
are in contemplation, A few miles from the 
city on Churchill Downs, is the famous 
Jockey Club track. There are many fine 
buildings In the business portion ofthe city, 
and an unusual number of hand- 
some residences, butowing tothe nnusual 
size of the city blocks, the residence section 
is not thickly bullt up, and in the business 
portion the buildings are wide in proportion 
to their height. The older part of the busi- 
ness section, that lying near the river, is not 
so well built as that further iniand, 
and the fact that many of the houses 
are old and that there are no hills to afford 
shelter, led to great destitution in this part of 
the city. The flat nature of the entire city 
Wat favorable to the winds, and the distance 
between the nouses in the residence section 
greatly added to the loss, as there was noth- 
tng. Dh Senate See eee Saar 
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‘the river from Louisville, and is practically a 
suburb of that city. Adjoning it on the 
south is Clarks ville, and adjoining Olarksville 
New Albany, and the cities are now 
practically united, In both places the hurri- 
cane caused great destruction. Jeffersonville 
is essentially a railroad town, resembling in 
many respects East St. Louis, and is the 
terminus of most ot the railroads connecting 
Louisville with the North and West. The city, 
which hasan estimated population of 7,000, 
is located ~ opposide the eastern or 
upper end or Louls ville. about 
the falls, and is situated on high ground over- 
looking the river, and considerably elevated 
above Louisville. Cilarxsviile is a small town 
of about one thousand inhabitants. New 
Albany, below the falis, is the largest city of 
the three, having a population of 20, 000. 
It is a large railroad and manufacturing con- 
ter and is noted for its cutlery and window- 
glass. The biuffs at this point are not so high 
asat Jeffersonville. The Southern Indiana 
Penitentiary is located at the latter peint. 


Bowling Green, KN, Wiped Ont. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 28, 10:40 a. m.—Late 
dispatches state that the tornado struck the 
town of Bowling Green, Warren County, Ky., 
and completely wiped it out. As the wires 
are down no detailed report can be obtained 
and but the meager fact that the calamity had 
occurred has been received. Bowling Green 
has a population of about 5,000 inhabitants 
and the loss of life is conjectured to be cor- 
respondingly large. 


Bewling Green. 

Bowling Green, Ky., is located on the 
Barren River, 114 miles southwest of Louis- 
ville and seventy-one miles northeast of 
Nashville. It is an important shipping point, 
at the junction of the Nashville and 
Memphis branches of the Louisville 
& Great Southern Railroad, and at the head of 
navigation onthe Barren River. According 
to reports received dy telegraph, this city has 
been almost entirely wiped out. The Catho- 
lic Academy at Bowling Green is famous 
throughout Keatucky. It has several banks, 
over a dozen churobes, and a number of man- 
ufactoriesa, It ie the county seat of Warren 
County, and bas a population estimatéa at 
7,000. 


ILLINOIS. 


Metropelis ian Ruins—Great Destruction at 
Little Prairie. 


METROPOLIS, III., March 28.—The cyclone of 
last night cutaglean swath about a quarter 
ofa mile clear across the town, wrecking 
property of all descriptions and burying men, 
women and childrenin the debris of falling 
buildings. The number of victims can not be 
ascertained with anything like accuracy, but 
It is reported that several hundred people 
were hilled or wounded and between two 
and three hundred houses were swept from 
their foundations and dashed to pieces above 
the heads of their unfortunate occupants. 
The storm was past in a moment and then 
came bllunding rain which greatly retarded the 
work of rescue. People outside the path of 
the storm were quickly on the streets and as 
fast as p&sible the victims were taken from 
the ruins. The rain soon ceased 
end the full horror of the 
gituation became apparent. On every side 
could be heard the groans of the dying and 
all around lay the 

MANGLED BODIES OF THE DEAD. 

Soores of bodies were removed from the 
ruins and the wounded were taken to the 
homes of those who had escaped the calamity 
and given every possible: attention, but many 
have doubtiess died threugh lack of proper 
medical attendance. In the business dis- 
tricts the havoo was terrible. Houses that 
had been considered substantial were demol- 
ished in an instant. The cyclone entered the 
town on the south and west, sweeping every- 
thing before it. Small barns and outbuildings 
were caught up by the whirlwind and carriea 
with crushing force against larger 
structures. Trees were twistea off 
short and buried long distances. 
Fences were leveled in the country for miles 
before the cyclone reached Metropolis and 
miles beyond. Every church and other 
prominent building in the place is either de- 
stroyed or badly damaged, including two 
school-houses, the court-house and jail and 
many smaller structures. 


Metropelis, III. 


Metropolis, III., the county seat of Massac 
County, is thirty-eight miles above Cairo and 
eleven miles below Paducah. It is located on 
an elevated plateau beyond the reach of high 
water, but the country behind is low. There 
are several fiouring milis, ashipyard, a num 
ber of sawmills and a tobacco factory. Its 
population is about 4,000. 


Nashville.

NASHVILLE, III., March 28.—Early yesterday 
afternoon, the sun came out and shone beaut!- 
fully;for awhile, but soon the clouds gathered 
and the atmosphere became dark. At about 4 
O clock rain fell heavily,soon changing to 
nail. The hall stones were enormous, many 
of them being as large asa smail hen’s egg. 
The storm came from the west and windows 
facing west suffered greatly, many of which 
were broken. The bulidings suffering most 
inthis respect were the school-house, the 
Meyer & Akins Block andthe Buckeye Hotel. 
Many window panes in private resi- 
dences were also shattered. After the 
heavy hail had been falling a few 
minutes the wind rose to the pro- 
portions of a terrific hurricane; it blew terri- 
bly and the rain came down in a perfect 
deluge, nothing being visible ten feet distant. 
Under the tremendous pressure of the rain, 
hail and wind the Temperance Tabernacie, J. 
H. Sawyer’s two-story brick cooper-shop and 
the large shed next to it all went down and 
became amass of ruins. Teams in the street 
became frantic in the pelting hall and ran 
away, numerous vebicles being demolished 
and horses injured. The storm last buta 
few minutes dere, but the damage it 
did to property amounts to at 
least $15,000. Fortunately no one was 
hurt in the turmoil, and the citizens were eon- 
gratulating themselves on having escaped a 
fate similar to the one which visited Mt. Ver- 
non, III., two years ago. But the worst news 
was yet to come. About one hour afterthe 
storm had passed over this city a mud- bespat- 
tered rider came golloping slong and stopped 
in front of Dr. Carter’s residence. A crowd 
quickly gathered and the rider In a few words 
copfirmed the fear that had entered the hearts 
of those who had gathered around him. The 
wind’s fury had accomplished its sad mission. 
Happy homes were destroyed and sorrow and 
suffefing bad been spread broadcast through 
the boundaries of Little Prairie. 

AT LITTLE PRAIRIE. 

Little Prairie is a settlement about six miles 
southeast of Nashville. From the best infor- 
mation that can be obtained at this writing it 
sesms that at least six dwelling houses in that 
community were blown down and at least six 
people were more or less injured. The fol- 
lowing damages to persons and property is 
reported: 

Wm. A. Rhine’s house blown completely 
down and he had one of his legs broken and 
chest injured. He is not expected to live. 
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John Krum, burs about the head and his 
house demolished. 

James Mankin’s house blown down, also the 
one 2g of John Chekowski, and both of them 

urt 

Henry Taylor’s house is blown down and 
his step-daughter, Maggie Simmons, is bruised 
on face, neck and left thigh. Mrs. Tayler is 
also bruised over the right eye and on face 
and hip. 

A further report réceived at 10 o'clock last 
night says that on J. J. Anderson’s ranche, 
five miles south of Nashville, the house is 
about half down aud the barn badly damaged. 
J. C. Butier, who lives on the plage, was 
slightly hurt. On the next placeon this side 
(the property of C. T. Moore) the two-story 
frame house moved about twenty feet. On 
the next place, which belongs to Dr. Ralph 
Gooduer and is occupied by Gib. Mehown, 
the house is moved from its foundation but 
ig still atanding. Otber houses are also re- 
ported down and fences were demolished for 
miles. 

It was a terrific storm, but fortunately, 80 
far as can be ascertained at the time, no lives 
were lost. 

The town of Birkner in St. Clair County is 
reported in ruins. The telegraph wires be- 
tween here and St. Louis are down. 

Every physician in this city has burried to 
the scene of the disaster, and no further news 
has been received since 10 o’ clock p. m. The 
wind was very high all night, blowing a chilly 
northwest breeze. The full extent of the dam- 
age done and the number of people hurt over 
the country oan not be definitely ascertained 
as yet. The storm took in a width of at least 
seven miles and blew from northwest to 


southeast. 
LATER DETAILS. 


Later reports received this morning of yes- 
terday evening’s destructive hurricane, which 
Dassed over this cityand the southeast por- 
tion ofthe county, confirm all previous re- 
ports and make the destruction still worse. In 
Little Prairie fifteen houses are completely 
demolished and many others partially 
wrecked. Two miles east of this city 
in the Polanderregion, three houses are so 
far known te have been biown entirely away. 
East ot here the same destruction prevails. 
A terrible snow storm Sas been raging all 
night, and still continues. Many of those de- 
prived of their homes are suffering from cold 
and exposure. Following is a complete list 
ofthe injured and killed reported up to 10 
o’ clock this morning.

Olney.

OLNEY, III., March 28.—At 5:35 yesterday 
afternoon the storm struck Olney, Ill. The 
wind blew from the southwest to the north- 
east, and was accompanied by floods of rain. 


| Houses were demolished in every, direction, 


and while no fatalities occurred, 
many were injured, end the dedth of several 
is expected. The storm struck near the Ohio 
& Mississippi. tracks amd unroofed houses 
and destroyed chimneys for several squares. 
Reaching the center of the city and narrowly 
missing the public school building, the 
Methodist Chureh was unroofed and the walls 
damaged. The storm here took a zigzag 
course, demolished the Hopkinson residence 
and the Wooden City Hall, and unroofeda a 
number of brick buildings. In the business 
portion of the town store fronts were blown 
in, and the roofs torn off, many being caught 
in the gebris. Mrs. Helson, Mrs. M. Mathis, 
and Mrs. M. Sponsier were dangerously hurt, 
and about twenty others received more or less 
serious injuries. 

The injured of this city are getting better 
with the exception of Mre. Mathes, who is in 
a critical condition. Between filty and sixty 
residences and business houses in this city 
are badly damaged, and at least 25 
per cent of the number totally 
demolished. Thousands are viewing 
the ruins to-day, the trains bringing a large 
number of visitors. The general expression 
is one ot surprise that there is no loss of life. 
There is very little tornado insurance and the 
loss falis heavily on a great many. Work is 
going on cleaning up the debris. 


Coulterville. 


COULTERVILLE, III., March 28.—The damage 
done here by the tornado was terrible. The 
front of the Post-office building was blown 
out, theroof was partly blown off the resi- 
dence of Dr. 8 P. Wirts, the awning of the 
Adam Russell building was dlown down and 
the glass front blown out. J. D. Elder’s, 
Dave Holliday’s and Sam Wlilseon’s houses 
were blown into fragments. Several barns 
were blown down, and orchards were entirely 
destroyed. Mrs. John Bichmond was injured 
by afalling brick. Several other persons 
were slightly injdred. Every hour brings 
news of still more damage. Mrs. Cal 
Edgars was killed near Sparta. The frames 
ot J. W. Wolfington’s new residence were 
blown down. 


Edwardsville.

EDWARDSVILLE, II., March 28.—This place 
was visited at 3:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon by a drenching rain which was not, how. 
ever, accompanied by heavy wind. The 
streets were floodedand fora short time al- 
most inky darkness prevailed. The wind rose 
before dark and a terrific gale blew during 
the greater part of the night, tearing down 
signe, moving the roof of a house in the west 
partof town and threatening the safety of 
many others.

Centralia. 


CENTRALIA, III., March 28.—The storm of 
last night was one of the worst that has ever 
visited this section. The rain-guage meas- 
ured two and one-fourth inches fall in twenty 
minutes. The wind was heaviest afew miles 
west of this city. A farm*house and large 
barn were blown to pieces, trees were up- 
rooted and fences were leveled. The res- 
dence of 8. P. Cooper, in the village of 
Richview, was damaged and the large Prohi- 
bition Tabernacle at Nashville, with a seating 
capacity of. 10,000, was demolished. It is 
thought that the damage in the farm districts 
was great.

The Storm in St. Clair County. 


The storm swept with some severity over a 
portion of St. Clair County, III., about 3:30 
p. m. yesterday. Considerable damage was 
done to property, but no great 
loss resulted. The storm came up from 
the river below East St. Louis and passed over 
the farming country near the Bluffs and 
across the railroad tracks between the Bluffs 
ahd Belleville. Telegraph lines were broken 
in numerous places and telephone 
posts torn down. It was reported 
Ila Belleville last night that three 
farm houses in Centreville Station Township 
were badly damaged, and this is probabiy 
true, asthe information came by telegraph 
over the Short Line wires, which were 
not disconnected. The houses belonged 
to and were occupied by Charies Smith, 
Joseph Molle and Charles Herndon. They 
were not totally wrecked. As near as can be 
learned all the inmates escaped injury. Trees 
and fences were demolished at various places 
in the path of the storm. Two trees were blown 
across the Air Line track near Harmony 
station and the afternoon train was stopped 
until they could be cut away. East St. Louls 
and Belleville escaped the storm’s severity, 
no material damage being done in either 
place. Just previous to the storm, baiistones 
of unusual size fell for several minutes.

Hoaff’s Station Completely Destreyed—The 
Damage at Bird's Peint. 


CHARLESTON, Mo., March 28.—The storm of 
yesterday destroyed the residences of S. Hain- 
ley and I. M. Manuel. Information from 
Huff’s Station says that the town was literally 
blown to pieces and several people killed. 
Relief parties were sent there immediately 
from this place. Itis feared that further in- 
formation will bring worse reports. 

Huff’s is a flag station on the Cairo branch 
of the Iron Mountain Rallway, about four 
miles east of Charleston. The storm cloud was 
observed at Charleston, where it apparently 
formed and concentrated its terrific force be- 
fore starting on its path of destruction. Low, 
drifting clouds, describing a semi-circle from 
southwest and north came sourrving to a 
common center immediately over Charieston, 
when the storm started eastward pursued by 
heavy hall. No material damage occurred to 
Charleston, the first object of the storm’s 
wrath being the residence of J. M. Hanty, 
about one mile eastof here. The house was 
unroofed and partly demolished and Mrs. 
Hanly severely though not fatally injured. 
From this pointthe storm followed the track 
of the rallway to Huff’s Station, unroofing 
and demolishing houses and 

MAKING PERFECT HAVOC 
of the forest trees. 

The famliy of Charles A. Goodin were sit- 
ting on the front porch of a newly 
erected two-story frame dwelling and saw 
the cloud approaching around a curve of the 
railway and barely had time to rush out of 
the yard and take refuge in a low bayou 
near by, when the house was 
struck and utterly demolished. A fes hun- 
dred yards further is the site of Huff's Sta- 
tion, now a scene of utter wreck and desola- 
tion, not a single house of the hamlet remain- 
ing intact. The residence of Charies 
Cameron was blown bodily across the railroad 
track, a distance of some two hundred 
feet, where it was demolished and three of 
the inmates fatally injured, Mr. Cameron, his 
wife and one son, who has since died. An- 
other son was badly hurt, and is in a 
precarious condition. The baby,3 years old, 
passed through the ordeal unharmed. 

T. M. Redwine and wife occupied a small 
log house, which was biown entirely 
away except the floor, where Mr. 
and Mrs. Redwine found themselves 
after the storm, compagatively unhurt. Some 
twenty persons, including agang of section 
hands took refuge in a double log house which 
was unroofed but was saved from further 
damage by an intervening barn aud high 
mound. The barn, a warehouse and a nuin- 
ber of. other buildings were razed to the 
ground. Several miles of telegraph wires are 
down, the wire in some places being biown 
long distances over the tops of high trees. 
The storm seems to bave spentitsforce at 
Huff's, as no other serious 3 re- 
ported beyond. 


Bird’s Point. 


Brrp’s Port, Mo., March 28.—The tornado 
of yesterday did much damage here. The 
wind hurled itself through the heavy timber 
with an appalling roar, creating consternation 
everywhere.

People ef the Lewer Mississippi Warned of 
an Impending Caiamity. 


New Tonk, March 28.—Sergt. Dunn of the 
Signal Service in an interview this afternoon 
says that one of the greatest calami- 
tles the country has ever known is 


j Imminent and that it is the duty of the press 


to warn the people of the Lower Mississippi 
to prepare for the worst. He says: ‘ts 
will be the greatest calamity that has 
ever befallen that section of the country. 
The damage will be greatest below Mem- 
phis. The storm itself was like an enormous 
pitcher of water pouring upon a country al- 
ready flooded. Although several immense 
crevasses have been formed in the levees be- 
low Vicksburg from 200 to 1,500. feet 
wide and twenty to twenty-five feet 
deep, carrying off millions of gallons of 
water every second, the height of the river 
at Vicksburg and Cairo has remained almost 
stationary at the top of the flood limit. This 
shows that the channel of the river below is 
all choked up with alluvium and debris 
from the first flood and that this is 
acting as a dam which will eventu- 
ally strike havoc with all the levees. When 
the wave crest from this new storm comes 
down thefriver things are bound to be carried 
away and the entire surrounding coun- 
try covered. This will probably at 
rive at Oalro in two or three 
days, but it will be three weeks before it 
reaches New Orleans. New Orleans will be 
visited without doubt by one of the most disas- 
trous floods ever known, and I would not give 
5 cents for my life in that city when the wave 
crests strike it. Idonot say this to frighten 
peovie, but am simply stating facts that will 
be verified. I have been stationed at Cairo, 
New Orleans and Cincinnati during the times 
of the great floods, and I know what they are. 
Some of the strongest leveeson the river.“ 
he continued, ‘‘those at Helena, Ark., have 
been swept away entirely in the last two days.

The track of the storm and its history are 
interesting. It was first observed on Wednes-

THE FIRE ALARM SYSTEM UNHARMED. 

Strange to say, the Fire Alarm system 
weathered the storm without sustaining a 
scratch. There were a few momentary 
„% grounds caused by leaks In 
the wires, but at the cessation 
of the high winds and rain the system as 
sumed its normal perfect condition. The 
Fire Alarm corps have overhauled the entire 
system in protecting it againstelectric light 
wires put up recently and nothing short of a 
genuine tornado will disturb it.

One of the large plate-glase windows in the 
Laclede Hotel drug-store was biown in at 
about 8:30 lasteveningand the window was 
completely shattered. Manager Callahan of 
the Lizzie Evans Co. was passing at the time, 
and although fragments of glass fell all 
around him he escaped injury. A tarpaulin 
was at once placed in the window to keep out 
the wind. 

About fifty feet of fence, owned by Dr. 
Knox of 1701 Lucas avenue, was blown down 
and scattered, and fifteen feet offence on 
Washington avenue, near Seventeenth street, 
was also blown away. 

The top ofthe street-lamp at Washington 
avenue and Eighteenth street was blown off 
and carried some distance away.

DAMAGE TO TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


The Western Union Telegraph Co. was cut 
off from the South by the storm of yesterday 
afternoon, and all messages were sent and re- 
ceiyed over acircuitous route. Between St. 
Louis and Cairo and points along the Iron 
Mountain Railway the most damage was done, 
but about 6o0’clock the damage had been re- 
paired ina measure. 

The Postal Telegraph Co.’s western wires 
were damaged to a considerable extent, as 
the four wires between St. Louis and Kansas 
City and other western points were torm 
down. 

TELEPHONES BURNED OUT. 


Forty telephones were burned out during 
the storm yesterday afternoon, and seven 
poles were blown dawn between St. Louls and 
Belleville. About seventy-five wires were 
damaged by the wind and lightning. In the 
southerrm part of the city the Bell telephone 
had over 300 wires torn down, but a large 
gang ot men was at work this morning re- 
pairing them.

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LOCAL EXCITEMENT. 


The Interest Taken Here in the Work of the 
Storm at Louisville and Other Peinis. 


St.Louis contains a number of residents who 
are natives of Louisville and nearly all these 
people still bave relatives residing there. The 
social ties between the two cities have always 
been very strong, and there is scarcely a 
perioa of the year in which there are not sev- 
eral St. Louisians visiting in Louis 
ville an d vice versa. This bas 
caused the peoples of the two cities to 
became well acquainted, and the number of 
St. Louisans who have intimate friends in the 
Falle City is remarkably large. Under these 
circumstances it is but natural that the great- 
est interest should be manifested by the peo- 
ple of St. Louis in the news from Louisville. 
Little else was discussed here to-day. on the 
streets or in homes, or even on Change or in 
business houses, except the storm horror. 

There were numerous callers at the news- 
paper offices with near relatives residing 
within the district of the city where the 
storm did its deadly work and they were all 
extremely anxious. There was also consid- 
erable inquiry made here concerning the 
work of the cyclone at other points which 
came within its path.

You must pardon me for using that word 
molasses. Having lived six months in Britian 
I should have said treacle. I study to be cor- 
rect even in little matters ofthis kind, but 1 
find it very hard to conform to Euglish as it 
is spoken this side of the saline pool. 

Quite at random I make up a list of articles 
to which the English assign names differing 
from those we use: 

That which we call a bow! Is here known as 

In England you ask fora basin of 
bread and milk. 

That which is known to us asa pitcher is 
here called a jug. 

A donkey is here called a moke; in America 
a moke isanegro. Loca! slang for a cab horse 
is ‘‘cat’s meat, because the meat of horses 
is peddled around the streets for feeding to 
cats. By the way, British cats average much 
than larger American cats, and they are noto- 
rious chicken-killers. The brindle cat seems 
to be the commonest. 

What we call crackers are here called bis 
cult, and I suspect that this is strictly correct. 

What we call shoes are here known as boots 
and what we call boots are here known as 
bluchers. There is oneshoe called the hilo, 
because it runs hich from the heel up back of 
the ankle and is cut low in front. 

Our druggist is here a chemist, many of the

In England our overcoat becomes a great 
coat, our undershirt becomes a vest, and our 
drawers become pantaloons. It is said that 
when George W. Childs of Philadelphia was 
in London a number of years ago he waiked 
into a haberdashery, and, seeking to appear 
to bea native, asked to be shown the styles 
In silk walstcoats. ‘‘Jeetmues,’’ cried the pro- 
prietor to his assistant, ‘‘step this way and 
show this Hamerican gentleman our flowery 
weskits!’’ 

What we cal) sick the Englishman calls III; 
sickness here Implies nausea and vomiting. 
The British usage is wrong; but the late Rich- 
ard Grant White settled the point pretty defi- 
nitely. How came the British to fall into this 
perversion? It was, I think, because the 
British can go nowhere ¢xcept by water; that 
travel by water induces unpleasant symptoms 
of nausea aud retching, waich condition, 
called sickness, gradually came to be re- 
garded as thecorrect definition of the word 
sickness. I can’t imagine how the British 
justify their use of the words homesick, 

heartsick and lovesick. 

Here they call a street car a tram; correct. 
— too, an elevator is a lift, and that is 
right. 

Vhat we call a telegram is here called a 
telegraph; it will probably never be deter- 
mined which of these usagesis the better. 
Our postal-card is here a post card; cuffs be- 
come wrists. 

That material known to us as canton flannel 
is here called swan’s down, and our muslin is 
known hereabouts as calico. 

Our locomotive becomes engine, and our 
conductor is here a guard. 

What we call stewing (culinary term) the 
British call simmering; our lunch is here a 
luncheon, and our baggage becomes luggage. 

Our Wheat is called corn, and our corn is 
called maize, or sometimes Indian corn. 
Pigs’ feet are called trotters. By the way, a 
theatrical name for a bad actor is rotter. 

A chin“ is here called a ‘‘rigor,’’ and the 
eruption commonly Known among us as 

‘*thives’’. is here Known aa ‘‘nettle-rash.’’ 
Candy is variously known as sweets, 
**sweetmeats’’ and lolly.“ 

Writing to John Smith, your social equal, 
you are expected to address him as John 
Smith, Esq.; if he be your tailor, grocer, etc., 
you address bim as John Smith.

Even the 
best prints use this word asa synonyme for 
“*likely’’ and Ike, Another barbarism 
everywhere prevalentin the United Kingdom 
isthe use of the adWerb ‘‘diréctly’” for the 
conjunction as soon as — . ., dtrectiy he 
went out Ishut the door.“ Charles Dickens, 
who was quite slovenly at times, seems to 
have been addicted to this indefensible vice. 

What does this British word ‘‘left-tenant’’ 
mean? I should like to know. 

Quite“ is another hackneyed word here; 
it is edged in upon every occasion. 

The first criticleam I would pass upon the 
press of London would be for the indirectness 
of its speech. When a newspaper writer 
wishes to convey the idea that yesterday was 
a pleasant day, he says: ‘*Yesterday was not 
an unpleasant day. A good play is not 
halt bad,“ ahumorous speech is not ‘‘unre- 
lieved by wit,’’ a rlotously applauded address 
is ‘‘not wholly unaccented by demonstrations 
of approval, and so on, ad infin. et ad paus. 
Now all this sort of thing may be subtle and it 
may be conservative, but it is not in the spirit 
ofthe Anglo-Saxon, and it vexes me to find 
50 littie of the Angio-Saxon in the literature, 
the speech and the practices ofthe very peo- 
ple where I had thought to find so much. 


THE SOUND OF LIGHT. 


A Wonderful Discovery Which May Have 
Many Interesting Results. 


One of the most wonderful discoveries in 


science that have been made within the last. 


year ortwois the fact thata beam of light 
produces sound, says the American Art Journal. 
A beam of.sunlight is thrown through a lens 
on a glass vessel that contains lampblack, 
colored silk or worsted, or other substances. 
A disk having slits or openings cut in itis 


made to revolve swiftly in this beam of light, 
so as to cut it up, thus making alternate 
flashes of light and shadow. On putting the 
earto the glass vessel strange sounds are 
beard so long asthe flashing beam is falling 
on the vessel. 

Recently a more wondertul discovery has 
been made. A beam of sunlight is made to 

ass through a prism, soasto produce what 
fs called the solar spectrum orrainbow. The 
disk is turned, and tue colored light of the 
rainbow is made to break through it. Now, 
place the ear to the vessel containing the silk, 
wool, or other material. As the colored lights 
of the spectrum fall upon itsounds will be 
given by different parts of the spectrum, and 
there will be silence in other parts. 

For instance if the vessel contains red 
worsted and the green light flashes upon it 
loud sounds wil be given. Only feeble sounds 
will be heard when the red and blue parts of 
the rainbow fall upon the vessel, Green silk 
gives sound best in red light. Every kind of 
material gives more or less sound in others. 
The discovery is a strange one, and it is 
—5 4 that more wonderful things will come 
rom it.

Mr. Childs Tells What Ie the Correct Thing 
te De. 


George W. Childs writes in Good Housekeeping: 
Invitations to formal dinners should be issued 
at least two weeksin advance; on very im- 
portant occasions three weeks’ notice is still 
better. This obviates the necessity of a re- 
fusal on account of previous engagements. 
The invitations are engraved, the size of the 
card bearing relation tothe magnitude of the 


social function. Where guests are invited to 
meet a distinguished person or avisitor froma 
distance it should be suv stated on the card of 
invitation. The person so honored having 
already fixed the date at his own convenience 
he is again addressed by note regarding the 
day and hour of dinner, and with the note is 
inclosed a card in evidence of the invitations 
issued. On all owcasions the guests of the 
evening should be presented to every one 
present. 

In order to enable all present toengage in 
general conversation, it is well to have only a 


more desirabie than a larger number. In 
our own dining-room we often entertain 
twenty guests, though at times we dine 
twenty-six. 

There are evident reasons why invitations 
to a dinner-party should be accepted or de- 
clined if possible upon the very day on which 
they are received, as this will enable the host 
to invite others In the place of those whd may 
decline, yet even at the last hour, for some 
unforeseen and sufficient reason, one or more 
guests may be forced to send regrets even 
after having accepted. In that case, to 
preserve the symmetry of the table, or 
to forestall the fatal number thirteen— 
which few persons have the hardibood to 
encounte:—It may be necessary to call upon 
acquaintances who might be styled ‘‘emer- 
gency friends.’’ Among one’s list there are 
always some who can be depended upon to 
good-naturedly step into the breach, even at 
the eleventh hour, and no other person need 
be the wiser concerning the change. 

Guests should make it a point of honor to be 
punctual. If, as usual, the houris set for 7 
o’clock, all the guests are certain to be as- 


the hour. No dilatory person should be waited 
for more than ten or fifteen minutes. In New

A Frebcob statistician who has been studying 
the military and other records with a view of 
determining the height of men at different 
periods, has reached some wonderful results. 
A Frenebman is naturally an artist, even in

future, and to determine the exact period 
when man will disappear from the earth. 

The recorded facts extend over nearly three 
centuries. It is found thatin 1610 the average 
height of man in Europe was 1.75 metres, or 
say 5 feet 9 inches. In 1790 it was 5 feet 6 
inches. In 1820 it was 56 feet ö inches and a 
fraction. At the present time it 168 feet 8% 
inches. It is easy to deduce from there figures 
a rate of regular and gradual decline in human 
stature, and then to apply this, working 
backward and forward, to the past and to the 
future, 

By this calculation it ls determined that the 
stature of the first man astained the surpris- 
ing average of 16 feet 9 inches. ul “se 
were giantsonthe earth in those days. — 
race bad already deteriorated in the aad 
Og, and Goliath was quite a degenerate off- 
spring ofthe giants. Coming down to the 
later times we find that at the beginning of 
our era the average height of man was d feet 
and inthe time of Charlemagne it was 8 feet 8 
inches, a fact quite sufficient to account ior 
the heroic deeds of the Paladins. 

But the most astonishing result of this sei- 
entific study comes from the application of 
the same inexorable law of diminution to the 
future. The caiculation shows that by the 
year 4,000 A. D., the stature of the average 
man will be reduced to fifteen inches. At that 
epoch there will be only Lilliputians on the 
earth. And these conclusion of the learned 
statistician is irristable, that the end of the 
world will certainly arrive,forthe inhabitants 
will have become so small that they will Anal. 
ly disappear’’—‘‘finish by disappearing,’’ as 
the French idiom expresses it—‘‘ from t le ter- 
restrial globe.

A COSTLY KICKING. 


JAMES E JONES, A DECK-HAND, GRANTED 
JUDGMENT FOR $2,000. 


He Lost a Finger Loading Coal and Was 
Kicked Dewn Stairs Five Times by the 
Mate—A Gesereus Juror— The Coates 
Children Again—The Loth & Sons Cases 
on Trial—Judgment Against the City. 


James E. Jones, a negro deckhand, won 
his $10,000 damage suit against the St. Louis, 
Naples & Peoria Packet Co. in Judge Dillon's 
room yesterday. Jones was a deckhand on 
the steamboat Calhoun, and one day 
while he was loading coal the 
plank on which he was walking broke 
and he fell into a coal-bin witha box of coal 
on top ot him. One of his fingers was eut off. 
While going about the boat with his hand in 
a sling for several days after the accident the 
mate kicked him downstairs five times. The 
brutality of the mate was brought out in the 
etrial and lost the case for the 
company. The jury gave Jones $500 
for his finger and $1,500 for being kicked and 
beaten by the mate. Very few negro deck 
hands have the temerity to enter a suit 
against a steamboat company for damages, 
and thie can be looked upon as a precedent. 
Col. D. P. Dyer, representing the company, 
has filed a motion fora new trial. William C. 
Marshall was Jones’ attorney. 

A member of the jury speaking of the 
trouble they bad arriving at a verdict, said: 

Why, one of the jury wanted to give Jones 
$17,000 damages. He insisted on it, and we 
broke up for the evening. When we met 


again this morning that juryman had a balance 
sheet ready and sprung it on us. He figured 
out bow much the man earned each day and 
the number of days he was out of work. He 
placed a value on his finger and then figured 
on bow muchtbat missing digit would detract 
from his services as a deck-hand. He placed a 
value on the pain, on the kicks of the mate, 
on the injured feelings of the man and on 
the costs of the trial. We told him he could 
not give the fellow more than he asked for— 
$10,000—but he insisted and said that was not 
enough. After considerable argument we 
brought him down 515, 000, and gave judgment 
for 32,000. 


The Coates Children Again. 


Attorney Muench, representing Mrs. Minnie 
Coates, argued a motion before Judge With- 
row this morning for the modification of an 


order and it was granted. Dr. Edward 
Coates, who shot and killea Dr. 
Keith on Fourteenth and Pine streets 


some years ago, and was liberated on the plea 
of insanity, was divorced from his wife last 
year on her petition. They never got along 
together, and it was suspicions of intimacy 


with Mrs. Coates that caused Dr. Coates to 
take thelife of Dr. Keith. In granting the 
decree of divorce to Mrs, Coates, Judge 


Withrew made an order permiting Dr. Coates 
to visit his children twice a week. About two 
months ago Dr. Coates called to see the chil- 
dren and drove away with them ina buggy. 
He left the city, taking them with him, 
and no one has heardof his whereabouts 
since. Mrs. Coates has kept up a 
vigorous inquiry since the 
they left but no information of the 
missing children bas reached her. Hoping 
some day to find them and determined :that 
her divorced husband shall never see them 
when sbe again has them under her control, 
she applied tothe court to modify the order 
and not permit Mr. Coates to see his children. 
As he disobeyed the order of court in taking 
the children out of its jurisdiction, the order 
was so entered.

t present, a betting man who is notin the 
fidence of the inner ring which puts up 
obs has as much chance of getting rich on 
the ort, or even of saving himself from an 
unbrdken series of losses, as the steady buyer 
of lottery tickets has—aad no more. 

The Valiant and sturdy Col. Simmons must 
be careful. If he keeps on purging the turf of 
ite filthy scuin he will call down upon bimeelt 
the dire vengeance of the precious trainers’ 
and jockeys’ coterie which has been formed 
to protect trainers and jockeys who get into 
trouble with racing officials. A charming 
crowd that! If they had their deserts they 
would all be ruled off the turf. The assurance 
required to form such an organization is phe- 
nomenal, and every man connected with it 
ought hereafter to be looked upon with sus- 
picion.

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CHICAGO OFFICIAL QUOTATIONS TO CEASE 
ON MARCH 31. 


— 


A Fight of Eight Years Between the Chi- 
eago Board of Trade and the Bucket- 
shops Ended—An Impertant Legal De- 


Advanced. 


HERE ie no longer any 
doubt that on the 3188 
of the present month 
the Chicago Board of 
Trade will cease fur- 
nishing quotations to 
any persons whatever. 
The decision given 
by Judges Tuley, Col- 
ling and Horton of the 
Superior Court of 
Cook County on last 
Wednesday is re 
garded as conclusive 
of the right of the 
Board of Trade to 
take this action, and 
the ~ directors and 
| members have unmis- 
takably declared their 
Intention of pursuing this course. 
THIS ACTION 
may be regarded as tre last step in a fight that 
has been going on in the Illinois courts 
for upwards of eight years, the parties being 
the directors of the Board of Trade,on the one 
hand, and proprietors of the bucket shops on 
the other. The Chicago Board of Trade has 
by every means in its power endeavored to 
prevent the quotations from going into the 
hand of the bucket shop proprietors, but here- 
tofore have been defeated at every turn. 
Withdrawals of quotations have been followed 
by injunction proceedings, the courts holding 
that the Board of Trade had no right to 
exercise any discrimination as to whom the 
markets should be sent. The subject was 
discussed among the members of the Board of 
Trade, and it was finally determined to defeat 
the bucket shops, if possible, at any cost. 
A MODIFICATION OF THE INJUNCTION 

was, therefore, obtained, worded as follows: 

‘*Provided, however, ifthe Board of Trade 
shall at any time hereafter abandon the busi- 
ness of collecting and disseminating directly 
or indirectly market quotations, news, or 
other information, such act shall not be 
deemed a violation of this injunction.’’ The 
Board of Trade will acquiesce in this modi- 
fication, and after March 81 will abandon the 
ecliection and circulation of market quota- 
tions. The meaning of this is that in 
future there will be no official 
Chicago market quotations, There is 
much speculation as to what the results of 
this heroic measure will be. yest om om- 
mission men have been of the opinion that 
New York would sustain them in the course 
adopted, and uld in no way attempt to 
substitute the qvtotations of that city for those 
of Chicago. A very considerable degree of 
uncertainty is, however, felt by Chicago mer- 
chants ag to the good faith of New York, and 
there is some talk of abrogating the new reg- 
ulations if they are found to work badly. 

AS MATTERS NOW STAND, 

no telegraph instruments can be placed upon 
the floor of the Board of Trade. What the 
bucket-shops will dois yet a matter of un- 
certainty. Allideciare that they will have Chi- 
cago quotations,but as a matter of course they 
will lack the official stamp. Already a move- 
ment has developed among the keepers of 
open boards of trade inthe West and Southwest 
having for its object the substitution of the 
St. Louis quotations for those of Chicago. 
There is believed to be no possibility of the 
Merchants’ Exchange adopt ng rules similar 
to the Chicago Board of Trade, and the op- 
portunity for advancing the commercial im- 

ortance of 8t. Louis at the expense of her 
akeside rivalis considered most excellent. 
The only objection made to this substitution 
ie that this market is not so active as that 
of Chicago, that rapid changes in 
price are notso common, and that therefore 
there are fewer facilities for rapid specula- 
tion. But it a large proportion of the busl- 
ness done in Chicago is transferred to St. 
Louis, as is believed to be probable if country 
customers and speculators are deprived of 
official quotations, itis the general opinion 
that there willbe much greater activity in 
this market than under present conditions. 
Much depends upon how the unofiicial quota- 
tions that will be sent from Chicago will be 
rec‘ived. if customers are satisfied with 
them, the increase in the speculative trade of 
St. Louis will not be great, but if they are not 
regarded with favor the St. Louis market will 
receiye very decided benefits.
